Mental Aberration Undoubtedly Was| 


the Cause of the Act. 


A Sadden Disappearance from San Fran- 
cisco a Year Ago—A Sufferer from 
Catarrh—Strange Actions Here. 
and in San Diego. 


A dispatch was received in town last 
evening from San Francisco, announc- 
ing that Milton B. Clapp of Los Angeles 
had committed suicide at Monterey. 

A representative of Tae Timms called 
at the Melrose, on Grand avenue, where 
Mr. and Mrs. Clapp had’been residing 
since their arrival in Los Angeles, and 
found that they had removed, about a 
month ago, to a cottage in the south- 
western part of the city. Mrs. Clapp 
was wi oe prostrated by the sad 
news. She had received a brief tele- 
gram in the morning from Pacific 
Grove, stating that her husband was 
dying, and asking what should be doné 
with the remains. George W. Parsons, 
an intimate friend of the deceased, was 


at the house, and from him the follow- | 


ing particulars were gathered: 

Years ago, Mr. Clapp was head book- 
keeper of the National Gold Bank and 
Trust Company, which did business in 
the old Wells Fargo building, at the 
corner of Montgomery and California 
streets, in San Francisco. Theconcern 
was wound upin 1879 or 1880 and in 
January of the latter year Clapp, in 
company with Mr. Parsons, went to 
Arizona with the intention of going 
into the mining business. Shortly 
afterward, he assumed charge of the 
Tombstone branch of the Tucson 
banking-house of Safford, Hudson & 
Co. In 1888 he left Arizona and re- 
turned to San Francisco, where he be- 
came connected with the California 
Title Insurance and Trust Company, the 
largest concern of the kind on the 
Coast, which had a most complete 
plant, embracing records of all prop- 
erty in the city and county of San 
Francisco. He was secretary of the 
company and worked hard in establish- 
ing it. About a year ago he suddenl 
disappeared and was found, in a deli- 
rious condition, at an Oakland hotel. 
His accounts were all right and there 
was no apparent reason for his disap- 
pearance. His wife, who was very 
faithful to him, took him to San Diego, 
and nursed him back to health. Being 
apparently recovered, about six 
months ago he bought the insurance 
business of Ben E. Ward in this city. 
He did a fair business and had good 
prospects for the future. 

Clapp suffered much from catarrh, 
On Thursday last he 
without saying a word to any one or 
taking a change of clothing. His 
strange actions at San Diego induced 
his friends there to write to this city 
about him. Returningit is supposed he 
took a train from Los Angeles direct to 
the North. When he left for San Diego 
he had told his wife that he had to leave 
for the North at once on pressing busi- 
ness. 

Clapp was 44 years old on Tuesday. 
He has a son 16 years of age. He and 
his wife appeared to live very happily 
together. He was quit ialy amon hav- 
ing many friends, especi Fg og the 
local Arizona colony. late his 
friends. have noticed sing’ his actions 
were very peculiar.

Stoneware Company’s works on Wall 
‘street for fire protection; also putting 
ina fire alarm box at the same place, 
referred from Council, was on motion of 
Mr. Stern, referred to the chief to in- 
vestigate. 
A statement was presented by Capt. 
Charlies Harrison of the tire depart- 
ment of how the accident occurred 
front of the Bryson-Bonebrake Block, 
where Chemical No. 1 collided with a 
street car last April by which Mrs, 
Spiers was injured.

Figuring as an Exploiter in Electric Rall: 

roads—Contracts for Work and Then . 

Refuses to Meet His Ob- 
ligations. 


Ex-Rev. John W. Ellis’s latest piece 
of *‘financiering’’ is shown up by the 
San Francisco Examiner of Tuesday as 
follows: 


As an exploiter or promoter of electric 
roads Rev. Jonn W. Ellis, whonearly two 
years ago was deposed from the pastorate 
of the Presbyterian Tabernacle, is appar- 
ently not a howling success. 

So atleast says Frederick T. Newberry, 
the surveyor and engineer for Adolph 
Sutro, under whose supervision Mr. Sutro's 
improvements at Point Lobos are in prog- 
ress. Just about a year ago, having no 
ministerial cares devolving upon him at the 


and suggested an elegant scheme to run an 
electric road from some central point near 
the county line over the San Pedro mount 
ain to Point San Pedro; a distance of ten 
or twelve miles, The design was to con- 
nect the road at or near Colma with ‘Beh- 
rend Joost’s electric road andtapthe ex- 
traordinarily fertile valley of San Pedro 
of 10,000 or more acres, whose produce on 
account of the 600.feet ridge was difficult 
to get to market. He declared his abilit 
to secure the necessary capital to construct 
the road, and when the first division was 
built to secure additional capital to con- 
tinue the road to Spanishtown at Halfmoon 
Bay, a further distance of fourteen miles. 
Mr. Newberry is familiar with 
the country and knows the land-owners of 
the vicinity and the five members of the 
Board of Supervisors as well. . 
He was asked to estimate the cost of con- 
struction, and was told that if he interested 
himself in procuring the franchise he 
would receive $100 for his services and an 
interest in the road, which interest, in cas¢ 
the franchise was granted, was to be equal 
to 10 per cent. of the cost of construction 
of the roadbed, in consideration of which 
Mr. Newberry was to faithfully perform 
the duties of engineer of the road. An 
agreement to this effect, drawn by Ellis 
himself and signed by him and Newberry 
and witnessed by Alexander Watson, was 
drawn up on September 24 last, and with 


| such an excellent prospect as he believed — 


before him Mr. Newberry went vigorougly 
to work on the Supervisors, and February 
17 last the franchise was granted. It gave 
to C.O. Swanberg, H. W. Westphal, John 
W. Ellis, J. O. Jefferson and L. F. Dunand 
the right to construct yp operate for 
forty-nine years an electric railroad from, 
the county line to San Pedro avenue, in 
Colma, thence westerly on San Pedro ave- 
nue and upon the county road to Washing- 
ton street and the Southern Pacific track, 
thence southwesterly over private lands 
and the county road to San Pedro Valley 


The rate of fare for each passenger to 
Spanishtown was not to exceed 75 cents. 

They were granted other liberal privi- 
leges, one of which was the use of three 
anda half miles of road winding around 
San Pedro Mountain. 

From that @ay to this Mr. Newberry has 
not heard anything of the road, nor have 
the people of San Pedro or Spanishtown. 
But Behrend Joost, however, did, for 
shortly after the passage of the franchise 
he was approached by interested parties ta 
purchase it. Mr. Joost was 
ing to have the road as a feeder, but he did 
not wish to have any other connection with 
it,ashe didnot belleve that there was 
either trade or population enough on the 
proposed road to justify the outlay in build- 


“I would not object, of eourse,”’ he said, 
“to have the road constructed, as it would 
increase our passenger businessif it inter- 
sected our road. The passengers, of course, 
would have to pay 10 cents on our line to 
come into the city.”’ 

Mr. Néwberry yesterday produced a copy’ 
ofthe agreement between himself and Dr. 

Ellis, promising him to pay him $100 on 

the day that the franchise was granted. 

Mr. Newberry said: 

“It was a voluotary on his 
part. Iwasto be made engineer of the 
road and made estimates of the cost of the 
work. It was through my influence that 
the franchise was grant The supervis- 
ors did not know him. Five months after 
it was granted I sent my bill to Dr. Ellis 
and, not hearing from him, I wrote to him 
again. To neither did he reply. I don’t 
believe there is anything behind it or else 
the company would pay me my money. 

Mr. Ellis admits the agreement, but de-) 
nies that Mr. Newberry secured the exist- 
ing franchise. He says that the original 
tranchise,. which the latter secured, was 
passed in December last and at the instiga- 
tionof A. F Green was reconsidered and 
another one passed in February, with 
Messrs. Swanberg, Westphal, Ellis, Jeph- 
son and Dunand as the grantees. None of

THE--COURTS. 


Business Yesterday. 

Yesterday was an unusally @ull day at 
the Courthouse, Judge Shaw’s court- 
room being the only of the six dcpart- 
ments of the Superior Court open for 
the transaction of business, and very 
little of interest being done even there, 

The only case on the calendar was 
that of the Singer Manufacturing Com- 
pany vs. George H. Boutwell, an action 
to recover $198.65, which had been 
appealed from Justice Austin’s court. 
This was soon disposed of, Judge Shaw 
ordering judgment for the defendant 
therein, thus reversing that of the 
lower court. 

The facts were asfollows: The Singer 
Manufacturing Company, through its 
agent, W. H. Tuthill, sold one of its sew- 
ing machines, valued at $85, to Mrs. 
Julia A, Boutwell, in the early part of 
1891. Tuthill, who needed a horse, 
agreed to accept a sorrel ifi part pay- 
ment provided Mrs. Boutwell did not 
ask too much for it, and after some 
dickering the agent took the animal 
and $5 in cash, and the lady got the 
machine and a receiptinfull. A few 
months after this exchange had been 
made a man named Joseph Priest 
claimed the horse, but Tuthill refused 
to give itup. Priest then brought spit 
in replevin and in September, 1891, 
was adjudged the rightful owner of the 
sorrel. About this time Mrs. Boutwell 
died, and the Singer Manufacturing 
Company thereupon brought this suit 
against her husband to recover .the 
value of the horse, $80, damages 
in the sum of $100 alleged 
to have been sustained, and $18.65 
the amount of the costs incurred in the 
replevin suit, with the result that Jus- 
tice Austin rendered judgment against 
Boutwell for $148.65. The latter ap- 
pealed, however, and as he produced a 
bill of sale from Priest to Mrs. Bout- 
well for the horse, dated May 25, 
1891, showing that she had paid $63 
for the animal, the Court held that the 
defendant was not responsible and ren- 
dered judgment accordingly. 

Mrs. Katie M. Wiseman was granted 
a decree divorcing her from Marvin 
Wiseman on the ground of desertion; 
by default; and Mrs. Clara D. Thomp- 
son was divorced from Henry M. Thomp- 
son on the same ground. 

The defendant in the case of Mrs. 
Lena Clements vs. Adam Clements, a 
new divorce suit, was ordered to pay 
into court forthwith the sum of $300 
for attorney’s fees and $50 per month 
alimony, while the case was pending. 

Pursuant to stipulation.of counsel it 
was ordered that in the cases of the 
city of Pasadena vs. C. M. Stimson et 
al., and Waldo P. Johnson and ‘M. Goff 
vs. the city of Pasadena, three actions 
arising out of the sewer question raised 


be entered upon the payment by the 
city of Pasadena of all the costs in- 
curred, while the money deposited in 
court was ordered paid to the other 
parties.
